Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claiml -2, 4-16 and 18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
discloses a process for coating stents which are placed over mandrel having a hollow 
body and pores disposed on its surface. The stent is coated with a coating solution 
followed by applying a vacuum pressure to the stent to extract the coating. The prior art 
fails to teach applying vacuum pressure and rotating a stent while applying a coating 
solution.
